A PORTHCAWL 
community project 
that aims to 
transform the 
harbour area has 
received a vote of 
confidence - and 
more importantly - 
almost £300,000 in 
cash, writes PHILIP 
IRWIN. 

The ultimate aim for 
the Porthcawl 

Harbour side project is a 
flagship maritime 

building which will 
house a range of facilities 
and attractions. 

The £300,000 of new 
money will enable them 
to make space for 
another 36 berths for 
boats and small yachts - 
an investment that should 
provide employment for 
three people. 


A director of 

Porthcawl Harbourside, 
Michael Clarke, told The 
GEM that it was a 
‘Community Interest 
Company’ (CIC) 

working with “a range of 
partners to secure a new 
maritime centre and 
thriving well-resourced 
marina and watersports 
centre within the 
emerging Porthcawl 
Harbour Quarter.” 

The old harbour was 
recently converted into a 
permanent water berth 
for 70 boats, in a project 
run by Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC). 

The Porthcawl 

Harbourside group has 
now been successful in 
securing £297,000 from 
the Coastal Communities 
Fund to enable ‘phase 2’ 
to go ahead. 


The Coastal 

Communities Fund is run 
by the Big Lottery on 
behalf of UK 
Government and through 
the Welsh Government in 
Wales. 

Announcing the 
awards, the Minister 
Lesley Griffiths AM 
congratulated a number 
of projects, which will 
share £4,591,612, on 
their successful bids. 

She said: “We want to 
see vibrant, viable 
communities all along 
Wales’s fantastic 

coastline. This fund will 
support our work to 
regenerate coastal towns, 
boosting their economic 
development as well as 
their standing as key 
tourism and cultural 
destinations.”

jail sentence 
bat robbery 


A WOMAN shopkeeper was 
terrified when two men, one 
armed with a baseball bat, 
carried out a robbery at her 
corner shop, Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Bamla Singh later said: “I didn’t 
thi nk something like this could happen. 
I could have been injured”. 

The two involved made off with the 
“paltry” sum of £20 said prosecutor 
John Warren. 

Jamie Ball, 32, of no fixed address, 
and his brother, Julian Ball, 24, of 
Woodland Terrace, Pant-yr-Awel, 
Bridgend, each admitted a charge of 
robbery and they were each jailed for 
three years. 


Julian Ball received a further four 
months, to run consecutively for the 
breach of a suspended sentence 
imposed for carrying a meat cleaver. 

Recorder Huw Rees told them: 
“You two were involved in what was a 
pre-planned offence. The victim was 
clearly vulnerable and the effect on her 
has been considerable. 

“All this was for the paltry sum of 
£ 20 .” 

Mr Warren said that Mrs Singh was 
alone in the Londis supermarket in 
High Street, Ogmore Vale, at about 
3.20pm on Thursday, November 13. 

Both men went in and out of the 
store twice and spoke to her about 
buying alcohol.

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High vis vests help keep Guides safe 




Connection with 
the 'Murrow Boys’ 

F ew people 
alive this side 
of the‘pond’ 
will recall Richard 
Hottelet, who died 
recently aged 97. 

He was one of the 
‘Murrow Boys’ 
recruited by 
Edward R Murrow 
of CBS to report 
from the front line 
in World War Two. 

Certainly, the 
thousands of US troops 
stationed in the Vale of 
Glamorgan would have 
known his voice well - 
as would their families 
back in the USA. 

He was unique as he 
was the son of German 
US immigrants, bom in 
Brooklyn. Speaking 
fluent German, he went 
to work in Berlin and 
was incarcerated by the 
Gestapo for four months, 
accused of spying; only 
the intervention of the 
US Ambassador saved 
him. 

During the subsequent 
conflict, Hottelet 
reported on the D-Day 
landings, the Battle of 
the Bulge in the 
Ardennes (exactly 70 
years ago) and the 
invasion of Germany. 

He was shot down 
east of the Rhine and 
parachuted into the 
company of British 
soldiers who revived 
him with hot tea, laced 
with single malt whisky! 

Rumours persist that 
he was a spy. Certainly, 
the Abwehr (German 
Military Intelligence) 


and the Gestapo were so 
convinced, he was 
captured and exchanged 
as part of a trade for 
three suspected spies in 
the US. 

He also had a British 
girlfriend, who he later 
married, Ann Delafield, 
who worked for the 
British Foreign service 
in Spain, under Kim 
Philby, later exposed as 
a Soviet spy. 

Hottelet passed 
information to her and 
therefore unwittingly to 
Soviet Russian, via 
Philby, who ended his 
life in Moscow with a 
senior rank in the KGB. 

Hottelet continued in 
Europe after the war, 
and his marriage to 
Delafield lasted 71 
years. In 2006, he 
returned to his wartime 
HQ in London at 84 
Hallam Street, and 
unveiled a memorial 
plaque. 

One of his iconic 
broadcasts had been 
from above the D-Day 
beaches: “This is 
Richard Hottelet 
reporting... the Allied 
forces landing in France 
early this morning. I 
watched the first landing 
craft hit the beach 
exactly on the minute of 
H-hour.” Were any of 
those troops previously 
stationed in south 
Wales? Almost 
certainly, yes. 

He died just before 
Christmas 2014. RIP. 
Christopher Short, 
Barry. 


Hidden threat to 
respite centres 


F urther to 

your article 
‘Future is 
uncertain for 
popular local 
respite centre’ in 
The GEM on 
January 8. 

There are no other 
respite care facilities in 
this area. Whilst the 
charges at this venue are 
extremely expensive, 
even without any actual 
care package being 
required, it does allow 
for carers to have a 
break for holidays, etc. 

How and when 
Cartrefi Cymm charity 
took control of this 
facility does not appear 
to have been made 
public and as this respite 
centre was built with 
money from the Welsh 
Church Fund, surely 
there should have been 
public consultation 
before it was handed 
over to new trustees? 

These trustees now 
seem to be saying that 
they can no longer 


manage the respite 
centre as a financial 
going concern. 

My fear is that this 
community asset will 
end its days in a similar 
manner to The 
Porthcawl Rest, which 
was a miners’ 
rehabilitation care 
centre, on one of the 
most desirable re¬ 
development sites in 
Wales. Lost and gone 
forever. 

Can anyone advise 
how much this sale 
raised and how the 
money has been used? 
Community facilities 
such as the above are 
fast disappearing in 
south Wales, with very 
little consultation or 
information being given 
to the public. 

It appears that boards 
of trustees can say they 
no longer wish or are 
able to run these valued 
community facilities and 
they can change hands 
without consultation or 
formal information being 
forthcoming to the 
community. 


Where the Charity 
Commission comes into 
the scenario is a 
mystery. 

With local weekly 
newspapers fast 
disappearing in Wales 
there will be even less 
source for information 
such as you published 
regarding the possible 
loss of respite care 
centre facility in 
Porthcawl to become 
public knowledge, and 
that leaves even more 
scope for community 
facilities to disappear 
before the community is 
aware of it.

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Council plan 
to expand 
local school 


PARENTS, 
teachers, pupils and 
governors will be 
asked to have their 
say on plans to 
expand and re¬ 
locate Brynmenyn 
Primary School, so 
that it can 
accommodate an 
extra 284 pupils, the 
cabinet of Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
has announced. 

A consultation is being 
launched into proposals 
to build a new two-form 
entry school on surplus 
land next to Coleg 
Cymunedol Y Dderwen, 
in a bid to cope with a 
rising demand for school 
places in the Valleys 
Gateway area. 

ABCBCV spokesman 
said: “Considerable 

housing developments - 
which are expected to 
result in 1,200 new 
homes being built - 
mean that there is 
increased pressure on 
Brynmenyn, Tondu and 
Bryncethin Primary 
Schools to accommodate 
new pupils. 

“A feasibility study 
has shown that 
Bryncethin Primary 
School is unsuitable for 
enlargement, because it 
has recently had a new 
early years unit built and 
further expansion on the 
site - as well as being 
difficult and expensive - 
would not solve the 
problem alone. 

“It is also not possible 
to expand the current 
Brynmenyn school site at 
Bryn Road because it is 
very small and 
surrounded by common 
land. Additionally, there 
are significant issues 
outside the school at 
drop-off and pick-up 
times. 


“Tondu Primary 
School currently operates 
on split sites, but the 
study has shown that by 
building a new, larger 
primary school for 
Brynmenyn pupils, 
catchment changes could 
take place which would 
in turn help Tondu 
primary to become a 
single-site school.' 

If the plans are 
approved, subject to the 
statutory consultation, 
the new school would 
open on September 1, 
2017 - although changes 
to catchment areas would 
require a separate 
consultation which 
would be carried out in 
due course. 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member for 
children and young 
people, said: “If these 
proposals go ahead, it 
will mean that we can 
build a bigger school 
with more modern 
facilities less than a mile 
away from the current 
establishment on Bryn 
Road. 

“The Valleys Gateway 
communities are growing 
and we are sensitive to 
their needs, particularly 
when it comes to their 
children’s education. By 
building a new primary 
school, we can ensure 
that there are enough 
places in years to come, 
along with the associated 
benefits for Tondu 
Primary School, which 
we hope to be able to run 
on a single site.” 

An initial six-week 
consultation will now be 
carried out to allow all 
interested parties to 
comment on the 
proposals. 

Coun David added: “I 
would urge as many 
people as possible to get 
involved in this 
consultation and make 
their views known.”

COUNCIL AIMS TO 
SELL OFF VACANT 
LAND IN PEN y FAI 


CABINET 
members from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) have 
agreed to the 
disposal of vacant 
land to the south of 
All Saints Way in 
Pen y Fai, which 
will now be put up 
for sale to potential 
developers. 

However, they 
reassured residents that 
any development on the 
2.8 acres of land will not 
result in a ‘rat run’ 
through-road between 
All Saints Way and Clos 
Smyrna, and a public 
footpath that runs 
through the site will 
remain. 

Coun Mike Gregory, 
the council’s cabinet 
member for resources, 
explained: “The site was 
cleared last year to 
assess its potential for 
development, and we 


have agreed that it 
should now be sold. 

“The land is currently 
bound by houses on 
three sides and a 
topographical survey has 
identified that there 
would be scope for a 
development that could 
have two access points - 
one from the north and 
one from the south - but 
that they should not be 
linked by a through 
road. 

“I know that there 
were many concerns 
when this potential land 
sale was first advertised 
in the autumn that any 
development would have 
the effect of creating a 
new main road between 
the top and bottom of 
the village, and I would 
like to reassure residents 
that this will not be the 
case. 

“Also, the public 
footpath that runs 
through the site will 
remain, although it may 
be subject to a slight 


realignment if required. 
Any development of the 
site will be subject to the 
usual rigorous planning 
application process 
which will consider all 
highway, traffic and 
access issues as well as 
an ecology survey and 
assessment.” 

Work to clear the site 
and cut back growth was 
undertaken last year, 
with a buffer zone of 
scrub habitat retained 
around the edge of the 
site offering foraging 
opportunity for species 
such as bats. 

These works were 
undertaken in 
consultation with the 
council’s countryside 
management officer and 
ecologist, as well as 
Natural Resources Wales 
and South Wales Police’s 
wildlife liaison officer. 

It is proposed that the 
site will now be 
advertised, with bids 
invited by tender.

Inspection body 
will monitor 
Maesteg school 


STAFF and pupils at 
Garth Primary 
School in Maesteg 
have been given a 
positive report by 
the schools 
inspection body 
Estyn, a council 
spokesperson has 
stated. 

In a report considered 
by the cabinet of 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) this week, 
Estyn said that many 
pupils made suitable 
progress in relation to 
their starting points, that 
their attainment had 
improved, and that 
nearly all pupils 
behaved well. 

Estyn said that 
headteacher Julie 
Thomas was providing 
strong, purposeful 
leadership, the senior 
leadership team 
supported her very 
effectively, and the 
governing body was 
carrying out its role as a 
“critical friend” 
efficiently. 

The report also said 
that the school’s self- 
evaluation process was 
accurate, that planning 
for improvement had 
successfully raised 
standards, and that it 
was benefiting 
significantly from its 
network of effective 
partnerships. 

Teaching was deemed 
to be good in most 
classes, and the 
curriculum provided a 
range of stimulating 
activities. The school 
provided a good level of 
care, support and 
guidance and a high 
level of targeted support 
for pupils with 
additional learning 
needs, Estyn said. 

Inspectors noted that 
the school provided a 
happy and caring 
environment for 
learners, which was 
inclusive and 
encouraged all pupils to 
achieve well. The 


school also successfully 
promoted childrens’ 
rights and all areas had 
good quality resources. 

The report included 
recommendations to 
raise the attainment of 
boys, to raise standards 
in Welsh in key stage 2, 
and to improve pupils’ 
ability to use numeracy 
skills. 

The school - which 
will be monitored by 
Estyn - has also been 
recommended to raise 
levels of attainment for 
pupils who are eligible 
for free school meals, 
and to improve 
attendance. 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member for 
children and young 
people, said: “It is 
particularly pleasing to 
read all the very positive 
features identified by 
Estyn at the school 
including the high and 
rising standards, the 
good teaching standards, 
the very good pupil 
behaviour and the 
progress of those with 
additional learning 
needs. 

“I have every 
confidence in the school 
successfully addressing 
the recommendations 
that Estyn has made and 
that the outcomes for 
pupils which are already 
very good will continue 
to improve at Garth 
Primary School.”

He was holding a 
screwdriver, appeared 
drunk, and said: “I’m 
running away from a

man who is going to 
beat me up.” 

Mr Coombes 

detained Lidden and 
called the police. 

Lidden was said to 
have convictions for 31 
offences, 13 for theft 
and others for 
possessing an offensive 
weapon, and causing 
actual bodily harm. 

He had been released 
from a prison sentence 
on December 1, said Ms 
Wynn Morgan. 

His solicitor, Rhodri 
Chudleigh, said: “In the 


light of the aggravating 
features, he realises he 
is in a difficult position. 
A mitigating feature is 
that he didn’t enter the 
house. He has serious 
issues with drugs and 
alcohol.” 

Recorder Greg Bull 
QC told him: “Burglary 
is always regarded as 
serious by the courts. It 
is an offence, not only 
against property, but 
against the householder. 

“You have an 
appalling record and I 
appreciate you have a 
drink and drugs 
problem. You were 
drunk on that night, but 
it is no excuse.”

Each candidate 
attended the 24 hours of 
training spread over a 
two-week period; some 
were able to complete 
daytime sessions while 
others attended during 
the evening due to work 
commitments. 

The RNLI states that 
casualty care is a crucial 
link in the search and 
rescue (SAR) chain of 
survival that allows 
lifeboat crews to save 
lives at sea. 

Casualties have to be 
treated and kept alive, 
often in an unforgiving 
hostile environment, 
frequently isolated from 
assistance until they can 
be handed over to 
professional help. 

Grant told crew: “The 
course focuses on 
effective hands-on 
treatment, rather than 
complex theory or 


diagnosis and empowers 
rescuers to confidently 
treat casualties. 

“Maritime SAR 
medicine is a specialised 
field and the RNLI now 
has a unique bespoke 
course that prepares 
lifeboat crews to manage 
the situations that are 
encountered in the 
operational 
environment. 

“During the training, 
each attendee has to pass 
both a written and a 
practical scenario to 
demonstrate their 
individual skills. 

“Attendees here at 
Porthcawl have been 
amazing in their 
approach to the learning 
process and highly 
skilled in its 
application.”

Operations Manager,

Local man Mervyn becomes 
president of historic club 


A COWBRIDGE man 
has been appointed 
president of what must 
be Wales’ largest local 
sporting organisation - 
Cardiff Athletic Club. 

Mervyn GB Warfield has 
lived in Cowbridge for 42 
years and ran Hollwars, which 
sold men’s clothing and 
schoolwear in the High Street 
until he retired 10 years ago. 

Now, after 56 years 
association with the club - 19 
as a playing member and 37 
on various committees - he 
has reached the summit as 
president, taking over from Dr 
CD Williams, who sadly died 
just before Christmas. 

He said: “Cardiff Athletic 


Club embraces the clubs of 
Cardiff rugby, cricket, hockey, 
bowls and tennis.” 

As one might expect from a 
capital city, each of these 
sports attracts a large number 
of members, so Cardiff 
Athletic Club sits at the top of 
a pyramid containing 
thousands of individual 
sportsmen. 

In rugby, the Blues region 
is a separate entity, of course, 
but all the other Cardiff RFC 
teams come under the 
stewardship of Cardiff 
Athletic. 

Similarly, although 
Glamorgan Cricket Club 
operates independently, the 
Athletic oversees all the men’s 
cricket teams, and a youth 


team which is pivotal in 
bringing through young talent. 

Mervyn Warfield played 
rugby in his youth, but for 
most of his time with Cardiff 
Athletic Club his chosen sport 
was hockey. 

When he started serving on 
the club’s administrative 
bodies, his first post, in 1977, 
was on the management 
committee. He eventually 
became chairman of that 
committee in 1998 - staying 
in that role for nine years. 

He became a trustee and 
vice-president of the club, and 
was also chairman of the 
house committee. In addition, 
he was chairman of the ground 
committee, which used to look 
after Sophia Gardens, before it 


became the home of 
Glamorgan Cricket Club. 

The Cardiff Athletic Club 
has a long history and has 
always been crucial to the 
development of Welsh sport. 

The club was heavily 
involved in negotiations that 
saw the Millenium Stadium 
built in the town centre, and 
oversaw the transfer of 
Glamorgan Cricket Club to its 
new home in Sophia Gardens. 

There may not be any 
massive developments 
planned in the immediate 
future, but Mr Mervyn 
Warfield’s time as president is 
sure to be very interesting!

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Nantymoel Amateur Boxing Club aims to 
turn around lives with ‘Sport Enchance’ 


NANTYMOEL Amateur Boxing 
Club, which was founded in 2010 
by ex-amateur champion Dean 
Morgan, is setting up a programme 
called ‘Sport Enchance’ to help 
turn around the lives of young 
offenders. 

The idea is that a disciplined boxing 
regime will provide young offenders 
with a positive, new path to follow and 
make them more confident. 

Dean Morgan said latest government 
statistics for young re-offending are 
spiralling upwards. 

“I firmly believe my programme will 
succeed by offering youngsters a 
chance to change their outlook and 
develop into positive role models. 

“I have worked with young offenders 
for approximately 15 years in different 
gyms and the turnaround is nothing 
short of amazing.” 

Dean said the only other programme 
similiar to his throughout the UK is one 
based in Glasgow and run by ex-boxer 
Bradley Welsh. 

“He has expanded his gym operation 
to run five other gym projects in the city 
due to the over-whelming success the 
programme achieved.” 

Dean says the benefits of boxing 
training are well documented. One 
youth called Alan, who was constantly 
involved in local crimes such as drugs 
and arson, turned things round, and won 
three Welsh vests, became a Southern 
Division Welsh representative and is 
now club captain in Dean’s gym. 

“He is now in a long-term 
relationship and employed as a care 
worker - his life has changed for the 
better.” 

Dean emphasises that the one phrase 
that is most commonly used in the gym 
is ‘Discipline and respect’. 

“I have turned around a number of 
offenders over the years and seen them 
respect others, live settled lives, find 
jobs and have proper relationships in 
their lives.” 

Dean and club members believe the 
programme can divert troubled 
youngsters from a life of crime. 

“What I am looking to do is create a 
referral system to all borough solicitors 
and courts for first or second offenders 
to be given the option of using the gym 
as a discipline and correctional tool, as 
opposed to a custodial sentence. 

“They are more likely to knuckle 
down to a regimented training regime 
than to accept a sentence where the cost 
to the government and other offender 
teams are a constant burden.” 

The club’s gym is situated in the 
heart of the Ogmore Valley, occupying 
the old ‘belt club’. 

Dean explained: “Having started 
coaching in the early ’90s in various 
rooms at boys and girls’ clubs in 


Nantymoel, Wyndham and Bettws, we 
outgrew each location due to the 
increase in member numbers. 

“A lot of the members we have in our 
gym have been or are being bullied in 
school. 

“We work ‘one on one’ with these 
vulnerable kids and after careful 
management we see excellent results in 
both their confidence and positive 
outlook.” 

Apart from the social benefits it 
delivers, the club has also considerable 
achievements in boxing competitions. 

“Since forming Nantymoel Boxing 
Club, we have had a good measure of 
success, coming from both junior and 
senior boxers. 

“In the 2010/11 season we gained our 
first Welsh senior champion. In the 
2011/12 season, we gained another 
novice champion and Welsh 
representative, and also had three 
boxers in the finals of various 
championships, with Alan Harry and 
Brendon Pickering picking up Welsh 
titles, and Kai Durston narrowly losing 
a very close contest. 

“We recently had our best season, 
with Alan Harry picking up another 
Welsh novice title at 57kg, while 
Brendon Pickering and Kai Durston 
entered the Welsh Open Championships 
and, though both narrowly lost on close 
points decisions, the club was very 
proud of all our boxers’ achievements. 

“Our most promising young boxer is 
Kai Owens, who has won five bouts, 
and only narrowly lost in the novice 
championship final. 

“Another member is an outstanding 
three-star international referee and 
judge, Mark Williams, who recently 
gained his AIBA first class honour and 
is regularly the outstanding official at 
tournaments. He travels around the 
world for the top amateur tournaments.” 

Classes run four evenings a week 
with sessions starting at 5pm and 
running until 7.30pm for young 
beginners, eager starters and for all 
senior and open class boxers. 

Dean added: “We also run a ladies’ 
boxfit class, which is proving very 
popular. We are lucky to have the help 
of assistant coaches in Kenny Owens, 
and full coaches Gareth Davies, Mark 
Williams and Mike Richards. I oversee 
all club developments as head coach 
and manager.” 

So what is Dean’s dream? 

“We are currently in the process of 
seeking funding to purchase the club 
outright and fully refurbish it to provide 
the whole valley with a purpose built 
fitness centre, open to all activities.”

How many loos do 
the public need? 


RESIDENTS across Bridgend 
county borough are being 
invited to have their say on 
the future of public toilet 
provision, as the council 
attempts to make £50m of 
savings over the next few 
years. 

A consultation has been launched 
into the future of the 13 council- 
owned public toilets, their operating 
hours and staffing arrangements. 

As part of the discussion, groups 
representing elderly and disabled 
service users are being asked for their 
views, along with the Citizens’ Panel, 
Equalities Panel and town and 
community councils. 

Because of cuts to public service 
funding, Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) says that it needs to 
review the number of toilets it 
operates. Any proposals to close or 
amend the operating arrangements for 
public toilets will take into account 
the views of the community and users 
of the public conveniences. 

The consultation period began on 


Monday, January 12, and will close 
on Monday, March 9. Respondents

Holocaust 
Memorial Day 

JANUARY 27 marks 
the 70th anniversary 
of the liberation of 
Auschwitz-Birkenau 
and this year will also 
be the 20th 
anniversary of the 
genocide in 
Srebrenica, Bosnia. 

National 

Commemoration Day 
in the UK is dedicated 
to the remembrance of 
those who suffered in 
the Holocaust, under 
Nazi persecution, and 
subsequent genocides 
in Cambodia, Rwanda, 
Bosnia and Darfur. 

It was first held in 
January 2001. The 


chosen date is the 
anniversary of the 
liberation of Auschwitz 
concentration camp by 
the Soviet Union in 
1945, the date also 
chosen for International 
Holocaust 
Remembrance Day. 

Kindertransport 
(children’s transport) 
was the informal name 
of a series of rescue 
efforts which brought 
thousands of refugee 
Jewish children to 
Britain from Nazi 
Germany between 1938 
and 1940. 

The British 
authorities had agreed 
to permit children 
under the age of 17 to 
come to Britain from 
Germany and annexed 
territories. Private 


citizens guaranteed to 
pay for each child’s 
care, education etc. 

The first 

Kindertransport arrived 
at Harwich on 
December 2, 1938, 
with 200 children from 
a Jewish orphanage in 
Berlin. 

From 1938 onwards, 
the Nazis set up a 
number of 

concentration camps. 
From the start of the 
Second World War, 
these became sites for 
the mass murder of 
groups the Nazis 
considered to be 
racially inferior. For 
example, several 
hundred Dutch Jews 
were sent to 
Mauthausen in 
February 1941, in 
retaliation for a Dutch 
transit strike protesting 
against the persecution 
of Jews in the 
Netherlands. 

On arrival at the 
camp within a few days 
they had all been 
executed. Thousands 
of Jews were worked to 
death under the policy 
of ‘annihilation through 
work’ during which 
they were starved and 
when unable to carry 


on working were 
dispatched to the gas 
chambers. 

When I was a young 
lad, Pathe news showed 
pictures of prisoners 
being released from 
Belsen camp, the 
horror of which is still 
impressed on my mind. 
There were 40,000 
prisoners at the camp 
in April 1945, and 
Belsen was the first 
camp liberated by the 
Allies. Allied soldiers 
were deeply shocked 
by the sight of 
atrocities carried out on 
prisoners. 

During the 
Holocaust it was 
estimated that 11 
million people were 
killed, six million of 
whom were Jews, 
approximately two 
thirds of all Jews living 
in Europe. The Nazis 
built six extermination 
camps Chelmo, Belzec, 
Sobibor, Treblinka, 
Auschwitz and 
Majdanek. Auschwitz 
was the largest of these 
camps and it is 
believed that 1.1 
million people were 
killed there.

Historic house 
could be a ‘hub’ 
for Bridgend

ST JOHN’S HOUSE, Bridgend, is 
one step closer to becoming a 
central community hub in 
Bridgend, after receiving a 
£69,000 development grant from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF). 

This initial grant will enable St 
John’s House Trust, formed in 2012 
with the sole purpose of purchasing the 
historic Bridgend Grade IP listed 
building, to develop their plans to 
transform it into a key community and 
heritage hub.

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First Minister replies to critics of Welsh NHS 

Cancer drug fund: why 
Wales has opted for a 
different approach 


T HERE’S been a lot of 
discussion over the last 
few months comparing the 
NHS in Wales and England, 
particularly with regard to 
cancer - so leFs look at the facts. 

If you live in Wales, you have £10 
per head more spent on your cancer 
care than in England. You are also 
more likely to be seen within target 
treatment times. You will have faster 
access to approved drugs. You will see 
a state-of-the-art, brand new cancer 
treatment centre being built at 
Velindre over the next few years. 

Much of the debate has 
concentrated on the cancer drugs fund 
in England, which we don’t have in 
Wales - but there are rational reasons 
for this. In both England and Wales, 
there is a body called the National 
Institute for Care and Health 
Excellence (NICE), which looks at new 
drugs and decides whether they are 
value for money; does their cost justify 
their effectiveness for certain 
conditions? Some drugs are approved 
for use in the NHS, but some are 
turned down. 

In England, it’s possible for these 
non-approved drugs to be funded via 
the cancer drugs fund. 

However, England has just 
introduced a new value for money 
element there as well, which defeats 
the whole object of the fund. 

In Wales, we have another body.

called the All Wales Medicines 
Strategy Group, which evaluates new 
medicines that haven’t been through 
the NICE process for use in the NHS. 

People can also apply for funding 
for drugs for any condition, not just 
cancer, which aren’t available on the 
NHS through the IPER system. 

The problem with the English 
system is that in the past, companies 
whose drugs were rejected as too 


expensive often came back with a 
lower price. 

That discipline is no longer there, so 
the price of cancer drugs is higher 
than it should be. It also discriminates 
against people with other serious 
conditions, such as MS or heart 
disease, who can’t get access to drugs 
in the same way. 

Sadly, the drugs funded through 
England’s fund are not life-saving 
drugs. Eor some people, it’s true to say 
their lives might be extended - 
sometimes for weeks, sometimes more. 
Those drugs can also be funded in 
Wales under the IPER process, 
according to a person’s circumstances. 

These are always difficult decisions. 
In England, they’ve focused on drugs; 
we focus on treatment and speed of 
access to treatment. 

We know from the events of the last 
few weeks that Whitehall is in no 
position to lecture us on the NHS after 
the various emergencies declared in 
English hospitals, which I take no 
satisfaction from. 

We’ve also seen the Prime Minister 
plead that the English NHS shouldn’t 
be a political football, while kicking 
the Welsh NHS all over the park. 

The NHS deserves an honest 
approach. There is greater and greater 
demand and we, as a society, need to 
think about how we fund it and what 
our expectations should be. London 
politicians attacking the Welsh NHS 
undermines that approach. 


THE WINTER BEES 
KEEP QUEEN ALIVE 


NOT a lot of external activity - 
the very changeable weather 
means that bees cannot get out 
as much as they would like to. 

Remember that honeybees do not 
hibernate, if temperatures are around 
10°C or above, they do become active 
and will leave the hive on short 
cleansing flights (toilet requirements). 
However, reports of spring flowers 
already beginning to show will see 
more bee excursions if dry spells come 
along. 

We may not notice it but the days 
are getting longer. The double figure 
temperatures that are not the norm for 
January can easily trigger a Queen bee 
to start laying in an attempt to produce 
new young bees to replace the 
overwinter bees that are now some 
months old. 

The winter bees are the longest lived 
because they are not out foraging, or 
building comb, or tending to the 
myriad of tasks that spring and 
summer bees have to contend with. 

Their job is to keep the Queen alive 
and this is achieved thanks to the stores 
that their now dead sisters 
provided to get a colony through the 
winter months; these winter bees will 
start to die off simply because they are 
old. 

How old is old? Well summer bees 
will be lucky to live six weeks because 
of the demands of an expanding colony 
i.e. hive temperature to control, eggs to 
tend, larvae that has developed from 
eggs to feed, nectar and pollen has to 
be gathered and stored etc. 

Our winter bees do work to control 
the temperature in the hive (by 
shivering) but because their workload 
is much less demanding, their lifespan 
is greater. 

Along with other beekeepers, I am 
visiting the apiaries under my control 
to check the weight of the hives and to 
look for bees that are venturing out and 
letting me know that I still have live 


bees. The weight assessment is done 
by simply going to the back of the hive 
and tilting it forward; this very 
rudimentary approach does give me 
some indication about the stores within 
and I can make a decision to feed or 
leave well alone. 

At present, I am managing the 
following apiaries: Fonmon, Aberthaw 
Power Station, Cardiff training at 
Dyffryn Gardens and, come the spring, 
a new apiary will be started at Lafarge 
cement works in East Aberthaw. 

The fact that two local industries 
that are often berated as polluters are 
putting up funds and materials to aid 
the survival of the honeybee, has to be 
applauded. 

My apiary at Fonmon was 
established long before I went there, 
and the value of the honeybee to the 
environment has always known to the 
residents of the castle. Dyffryn apiary 
was established thanks to the then Vale 
Council. 

It is now a National Trust property 
and their controllers are very keen to 
see beekeeping continued. 

All pollinators are facing an uphill 
struggle; it is up to those who can make 
a difference to do so. 

Swarming bees kept beekeepers 
busy last year.

I NEVER knew Llewelin Jones. I 
remember my grandfather, who died in 
1964, telling me that Llewelin was his 
elder brother. 

Llewelin was one of six children bom into a 
farming family at Blaennant Farm, Pontardawe, in 
the Swansea Valley. 

Both my grandfather and Llewelin farmed after 
leaving Blaennant - my grandfather at Alltwen, 
Pontardawe, and Llewelin at Milford Haven. One 
other thing I remember being told is that both my 
grandfather and Llewelin were members of the 
Glamorgan Yeomanry in the early 1900s. As my 
grandfather was 80 when he died, I believe that 
Llewelin had died some time before this. 

Back in August, I was casually strolling around 
the Vale of Glamorgan Show. I had planned my 
afternoon to attend different events and had a spare 
half hour before attending a presentation on the 
history of Hendrewennol Fruit Farm. 

I came across a tent housing the Western Front 
Association, which I had not seen on previous 
visits to the show. I think it was probably there to 
commemorate the centenary of the outbreak of the 
World War One. 

As I have always had an interest in military 


history, I went inside the tent and viewed the maps, 
medals, badges, helmets and other insignia on 
display. I started to talk to a gentleman named 
Mike, who was in charge of the displays. 

He asked me whether any of my family had 
been involved in World War One, and I said I 
thought it very unlikely, since I had lost contact 
with my father’s family many years earlier and on 
my mother’s side, were several generations of 
farmers. 

I then remembered the Glamorgan Yeomanry, 
and told Mike that both my grandfather and my 
great uncle, Llewelin, had been members of the 
Glamorgan Yeomanry in the early 1900s, but that I 
didn’t think this could be regarded as military 
service. 

I also told him that I still had an inscribed prize 
which Llewelin had won in a rifle competition 
organised by the Yeomanry in 1907. 

Mike then told me that quite a number of the 
Glamorgan Yeomanry had transferred into the 
regular army and had served on the Western Front 
in France and Belgium during the war, whereupon 
he asked me for Llewelin’s full name. 

I told him Llewelin H Jones - although I didn’t 
know what the H stood for. He also asked me for 


Llewelin’s address. I said that I didn’t really know 
other than he had been born at Blaennant Farm in 
the parish of Cilybebyll, Pontardawe. 

Mike suddenly stared at me in disbelief. His 
eyes seemed to get bigger and his jaw dropped. In 
a quivering voice he said: “I’ve got his war 
medals”. 

He then referred to a sheaf of papers he had at 
his side, and said: “I’ve been researching your 
great uncle’s military history at the National 
Archives. His full name was Llewelin Hopkin 
Jones. He was bom on July 29, 1879. He applied 
for transfer into the regular army on July 30, 1915. 
He was educated at St John’s College School and 
Lampeter College, Cardiganshire. His application 
form states that he wished to serve in the Army 
Service Corps, Horse Transport. 

“His Army service record shows that he was 
commissioned as a Second Lieutenant on 
November 27, 1915, promoted to Lieutenant on 
July 1, 1917, and to Captain on October 1, 1918. 
He was demobbed on November 13, 1919, to an 
address given as Cefn-y-Don, Elm Grove, 
Aberdare, south Wales” 

It was now my turn to be amazed. I had 
difficulty in understanding that someone I had 
never met before that day, could have more 
information about a member of my family than I 
ever had. 

I asked Mike what medals Llewelin had been 
awarded. He replied that Llewelin had been 
awarded two service medals. Apparently, Llewelin 
had missed out on the third service medal because 
he hadn’t been in the army in 1914.

Mike added that he was sorry but the medals 
were not for sale. However, he’d be very happy to 
let me have photocopies of the documents he had 
turned up in his research. 

I gave him my name and address and told him 
that I would send him a photograph of Llewelin 
and a further photograph of the inscribed prize he 
had won in 1907. 

I was thrilled to receive photocopies from Mike 
a few days later. I noted that when Llewelin went 
to the Western Front he was a single man. On 
being demobbed he was stated to be married. 

This to me was confirmation that he had married 
while he was in France because I remember that at 
my grandfather’s funeral in 1964 Llewelin’s wife, 
Marte, attended the cremation service together 
with her son Gaston. 

Gaston continued the family tradition in 
farming. From Milford Haven he moved to a farm 
outside Shaftesbury in Dorset. Gaston’s son still 
farms there today. 

As I left Mike’s tent at the show, he said that I’d 
made his day. He had certainly made mine, too. 

Footnote’. 

After World War One, three service medals were 
awarded. They were nicknamed Pip, Squeak and 
Wilfred, after three characters who appeared in a 
cartoon strip published in the Daily Mirror in 
1919. Although Llewelin was not entitled to ‘Pip’, 
the 1914 Star, he was awarded ‘Squeak’ the British 
War Medal and ‘Wilfred’, the Victory Medal.

Simmons steals the 
show as Whiplash 
marches to his beat 

W 


HILE he 
had been 
a busy 
bit-part player for 
some time, it was 
his scene-stealing 
as Daily Bugle 
editor J Jonah 
Jameson in Sam 
Raimi’s Spider- 
Man films that 
really brought JK 
Simmons to the 
fore. 

Since then, Simmons 
has managed to be the 
best thing in the 
majority of the films 
he’s been in, lending 
support in the likes of 
Juno, Burn After 
Reading and many 
others. 

Simmons is now 
front and centre, sharing 
top billing with Miles 
Teller in Whiplash, 
writer/director Damien 
Chazelle’s tale of 
Andrew, a young 
drummer who enrols at 
a music school and 
finds himself under the 
tutelage of Fletcher 
(Simmons), a man who 
will stop at nothing to 
get the best out of his 
students, going to 
lengths that will either 
make - or break - 
Andrew... 

We’ve all seen the 
film where a promising, 
unpolished talent comes 
under the wing of a 
tough, uncompromising 
older head; tough love 
turns to mutual respect 
and eventually everyone 
is happy and the credits 
roll. Well, Whiplash 
may appear to be that 
film, but delve 
underneath its surface 
and it’s so much more, a 
study in perfecting your 
art form, fighting 
against seemingly 
insurmountable 


psychological odds, and 
the price of achieving 
your dreams - it’s one 
of the most electrifying 
and thrilling films in 
recent memory. 

The story is based on 
Damien Chazelle’s own 
experiences of playing 
in a jazz band, and it 
gives him a familiarity 
that transfers to the 
screen with stylish 
aplomb. The script is a 
tauter than a snare 
drum, yet is loaded with 
depth in terms of the 
characters. 

It’s a two-hander, 
more or less, Andrew’s 
eager student finding 
himself pushing against 
the irrepressible force of 
nature that is Fletcher, 
but Chazelle constantly 
keeps both Andrew and 
the audience on their 
toes. Just when you 
think you have a handle 
on Fletcher, the rug gets 
swept away, Chazelle 
teasing you by 
constantly undercutting 
Fletcher’s ‘villainy’- 
making you wonder 
who he really is and just 
how bad can he be. 

There is an influence 
of Black Swan present 
here, the direction 
occasionally using the 
fever dream visuals that 
were used in Darren 
Aronofsky’s study of an 
artist (in Black Swan’s 
case, a ballerina) in 
mental breakdown 
through pushing 
themselves to fit into 
their master’s whims. 

Andrew goes from 
being prodded to being 
pushed but, much like 
Natalie Portman’s Nina, 
never knows when, nor 
being willing, to quit. 

Chazelle’s direction 
is frenetic and 
wonderfully stylish, the 
use of colour and 
editing giving the film a

mood of its own, while 
the drum-heavy 
soundtrack plays its part 
in establishing the 
atmosphere, the 
combination of these 
elements creating the 
film’s identity 
incredibly well. The 
well-written characters 
aren’t wasted, with both 
Miles Teller and JK 
Simmons on truly 
sensational form. 

The latter has the 
showier role, Fletcher’s 
temperament and quick- 
fire anger being gobbled 
up by the actor who 
seems to relish having 
such a juicy part to sink 
his teeth into. 

But it’s Teller who 
does the real heavy 
lifting, perfectly 
conveying Andrew’s 
journey in a 
performance that is far 
less flash, but does just 
as good a job, Andrew’s 
slight cocMness giving 
way to terror. 

However, undeniably 
it will be Simmons’ 
performance that will 
leave you shaking come 
the end of the film, the 
consistently-impressive 


actor finding a role that 
may end up becoming 
as quotable as Daniel 
Plainview in terms of 
single-minded, 
seemingly heartless 
men, with most of his 
invective hurled at 
anyone who dare 
displease him, far too 
foul-mouthed to reprint 
here; suffice to say, 
Simmons and Chazelle 
have created a band 
leader from hell. 

That it climaxes in a 
manner normally 
befitting a sports film, 
as you wonder whether 
or not Andrew can grab 
a victory that may 
almost be pyrrhic in 
nature, is just another 
reason to admire the 
freshness and intensity 
that Chazelle brings to 
proceedings, as 
Whiplash is, especially 
for a first-time 
writer/director, a 
mesmerisingly 
accomplished effort. 

VERDICT: A jaw 
droppingly superb film. 
Whiplash will most 
certainly leave a lasting 
impact on you. First¬ 
time writer/director 
Damien Chazelle shows 
incredible promise in an 
assured debut, that 
showcases a quietly 
brilliant turn from Miles 
Teller and JK Simmons 
on fine, scenery (and 
music pupil) chewing 
form.

Local oil distributor Oil 4 Wales is 
helping First Milk customers by ex¬ 
tending its payment terms to ease 
cashflow concerns following the an¬ 
nouncement by First Milk to with¬ 
hold milk payments to farmers.

England, who each boost 26 
championship wins outright 
since the early days (though 
Wales has also shared the 
title 10 times). 

Despite the long, barren 
years when Welsh rugby was 
plunged into gloom after the 
bright light that shone on the

two nations are almost level 
pegging - with England on 
12 Grand Slams and Wales 
on 11. The men in white have 
also claimed 24 Triple 
Crowns to Wales’ 20.

expense of the ever-unlucky 
James Hook. 

Another notable absentee, 
is the man once said to be the 
first name on the Wales team 
sheet, tight head Adam 
Jones, despite a current prop 
‘crisis’ and his improved 
form since switching from 
the Ospreys to the Blues. 

However, it is no surprise 
to see new kid on the block 
Tyler Morgan in the national 
frame, after his explosive 
exploits for the Dragons. Rob 


Evans (Scarlets) and Kristian 
Dacey (Blues) are the other 
uncapped players in the 
squad.

‘This is alienating other Welsh 
people - believe me, there are 
many, many of them who 
disagree with promoting the 
Welsh language (I am Welsh). 

‘It is no surprise that many 
are now moving away to secure 
better education, better paid jobs 
and a better lifestyle. 


‘Wales does not attract the 
best talent because of its 
insistence on the Welsh 
language. 

‘Cowbridge has always been 
an oasis of Englishness, and the 
town’s character has been the 
reason for its popularity. 

‘What a shame The GEM has 
not recognised that once the 
town’s difference is eroded, we 
will lose the reason why people 
value it. The majority of people 
in this town do not want more 
Welsh. 

‘Would The GEM like to 
publish how much all this Welsh 
language nonsense is costing? It 
is a total waste of money that 
could be better spent on 
improving the local economy in 
Wales.’ 


'Need for inquiry 
into the NHS’ 


Fresh threat 
to Cowbridge 


D r CHRIS 

PEARCE has 
highlighted the 
latest threat to 
Cowbridge (The 
GEM, December 4 
and January 15). We 
have been here 
before! 

Ten years ago, an 
opportunistic developer 
(Bellway) attempted to 
ambush the people of 
Cowbridge with an 
application for 145 
houses on the green 
fields of Darren Earm. 
The proposal was not in 
the Unitary 
Development Plan 
(UDP). 

With the support of 
over 1,000 signatories. 
Dr Pearce represented 
the town’s objections at 
a public enquiry, where 
the planning inspector 
decisively rejected the 
proposal. 

A new opportunistic 
application, for 390 
houses and a link road, 
has now been submitted 
to develop the same 
green field site and, once 
again, the proposal is not 
in the UDP. 

This time, the 
developers (CEG) are 
trying a PR charm 
offensive to persuade 
Cowbridge people that a 
population increase of 
1,000 people and 500 
cars (my estimates) will 
not have a harmful 
impact on the town. 

Eor more 
proportionate and 


acceptable growth, the 
residents group have 
identified eight 
sustainable sites for up 
to 100 houses inside the 
settlement boundary. 
Also, there is a more 
compliant large brown 
field site within three 
miles of the town at 
Llandow. 

Why do we enjoy 
living in Cowbridge so 
much? Probably because 
the people of 
Cowbridge, rather than 
politicians, developers 
and their PR agencies, 
know best what is right 
for Cowbridge; and 
because residents and 
the residents group have 
fought over many 
decades to protect our 
successful market town 
and sustainable 
community. 

All residents and 
visitors who value our 
town, and the quality of 
life that it offers, should 
object to this latest 
threat.

How Cardiff Airport 
can really take off 


1 READ with interest Dr 
Alex Rees’s letter in The 
GEM edition of January 
15 and I agree with all the 
comments. 

Having visited Auckland Airport on 
many occasions and used the mini bus 
shuttle, it is a good swift service at an 
affordable price. Cardiff could do the 
same, a 12 or 15 seater would be 
sufficient. 

Expanding Dr Rees’s comments on 
attracting low cost carriers to use the 
airport, the management of the airport, 
plus the owners (viz the Welsh 
Government) should contact all the 
airlines that fly to and from the 
eastern seaboard of North America to 
suggest that they terminate their 
incoming flights at Cardiff, and also 
start their outgoing flights from 
Cardiff. 

What are the advantages? By 
avoiding the congestion at Heathrow, 
passengers can be transferred to the 
First Great Western train service to 
London Paddington. 

Transfer the passengers by coach to 
Cardiff Central Station and let them 
board the hourly service that the train 
company provides. 

Let the airlines group together and 
charter trains from First Great 
Western to start at Rhoose station 


straight to London Paddington. Then 
they can bus the passengers to Rhoose 
Station. 

The reverse can happen for 
outbound flights with check-in 
counters at London Paddington to 
take the passengers’ checked in 
baggage straight to Cardiff Airport. 

There would also be check-in 
counters at the airport for those 
wishing to travel separately. 

What will this do? Relieve the 
pressure on Heathrow and perhaps 
save the building of a third runway if 
agreed by all interested parties, by 
freeing up quite a number of slots at 
Heathrow. 

It would give a tourism boost to 
Wales as the tourist board will have a 
great opportunity to promote the 
attractions and countryside of Wales. 

This possible solution could very 
well attract low cost airlines. 

With BA maintenance business 
already based at the airport, they may 
like to expand their service to looking 
after other airlines’ aircraft requiring 
short term maintenance while waiting 
to fly back to America. 

This may sound pie in the sky, but 
when you start to look at the logistics 
of such a move, it could prove 
advantageous in more ways than one.

DESPITE 
dominating 
proceedings for 
about 70 minutes, 
Bridgend Athletic 
paid the penalty for 
not making the 
game safe when 
they had the 

opportunities and a 
determined and 
skilful team in 
Glynneath were 
able to score 10 
points in 10 
minutes to pluck 
the result out of the 
fire, winning 13-12. 

An overnight dusting 
of snow meant that the
